ACQUITTED.

The long agony of the Lucas trial cams 
to an end yesterday afternoon with the 
acquittal of the defendant, Lucas. The 
taking of testimony was completed by a 
few witnesses who were called to testify 
to the character of the detective. Mr. 
Dunlap spoke for the people about an 
hour, putting the case strongly, but 
with a spirit of fairness. 
He wan follow­ 
ed by C. C. Stephens for the defense, 
who spoke from 11 o’clock until after 
three. H is plea was largely made up of 
abuse of the witnesses for the pimsecu- 
tion. He devoted considerable tffie to 
the Jewish race, to which one of the wit 
nesses was said to belong. 
Ilis bitter 
denunciation of that people was inter­ 
rupted by the court, and that style of 
argument was severely deprecated. 
Mr. 
Stephens closed his rem arks in a more 
moderate tone. 
Mr. Peyton finished the case for the 
people, and Judge Cheney charged the 
jury not to find a verdict of guilty unless 
it was clearly pfoven that the defendant 
received the purse with the intention of 
appropriating it. The jury then retired 
to their room at about half-past four 
o’clock. 
Tiie defendant and a large 
number of the spectators remained in 
court awaiting the lesult af the verdict. 
It had been supposed th a t the jury 
would come to an immediate agreement 
for acquittal, and some surprise was 
manifested when nearly an hour passed 
without any decision. 
At about* ha If-past five the jury sent 
word that au agreement 
had 
been 
reached and the court reconvened. 
Mr. 
F. P. Bowland, the foreman, read the 
verdict of not guilty. The spectators 
slowly made their way into the street, 
discussing the trial as they went. The 
verdict was what had been expected as 
the necessary outcome of insufficient 
evidence. No surprise was manifested 
at the result. 
One of the members of the jury, Mr. 
D. Kdson Smith, a prominent fruit grow­ 
er of Santa Ana, was asked about the 
s’erdict by a H e r a l d reporter. He made 
thefollowing statem ent, which was sub­ 
stantiated by other jurym en: 
“ In jus­ 
tice to ourselves,” said he, “ we think 
the public ought to know the real viewB 
of that jury. 
Under the evidence and 
the charge of the Court we could do 
nothing else than find a verdict of ac­ 
quittal. We did it most unwillingly, 
however. Just before we left the room 
some one moved that we bring in a ver­ 
dict of morally guilty but technically in­ 
nocent, and it brought out a round of 
hearty applause. 
I think, though of 
course I do not know for certain, that 
that motion would have passed unanim ­ 
ously if it had l»een put. 
Of course we 
knew that we would not be allowed to 
bring in any such verdict as that, so we 
returned one of Bimple acquittal.

H e r a l d —The barley crop 
hereabouts is of full average weight, 
and the threshers have more than half 
done their work. It is noted th a t the 
acretions of land on the shore west of 
Balloua harbor are widening, showing 
that the natural cftift of sand that is dis­ 
charged from the lake is deposited on 
shore to the westward. 
Your corres­ 
pondent, ever since the accident to Mr. 
Rose, had an inclination to view the 
beast th at could “ get away” with Ander­ 
son. 
(This is not an intimation that he 
is a “ tough” citizen.) 
The bull is a full 
blood Holstein, and as vicious a beast as 
any tor ode ro might desire.

They are milking seventy-two cows 
on the place, mostly Holsteins, averaging 
one hundred and twelve rolls of butter 
per week on dry feed. Three milkers 
with stools strapped on behind begin the 
work at 5 o’clock and the cows go to pas­ 
ture before 8. 
New houses are going up 
all over the country, built by the farmers 
from the proceeds of their crops; not the 
outcome of speculation or of land sales. 
One can have no idea of the quiet beauty 
of the views along the little valleys that 
come in from the foothills without seeing 
them —the magic changes that have been 
worked out by the hand of man in 
few years. 
Vineyards, orchards and 
flower gardens appear where once the 
all-destroying shepherd roamed at will. 
The Los Angeles County Railroad road­ 
bed is in prime order—a workman-like 
job by Mr. Shaw. 
The route aud gradi­ 
ents and curves are most of them easy, 
so that good time can be made on that 
line to Santa Monica. 
It runs through 
one of the most productive sections of 
the State, and must eventually be a pay­ 
ing investment. 
Its attractiveness as a 
scenic route to the sea is incomparable. 
The honey crop is about half the usual 
amount, notwithstanding the sanguine 
expectations 
of 
the 
beemen 
early 
in the season. 
The quality is fair. 
But on account of the encroachments of 
the farmers on the apiarists’ ground 
the white sage th at once covered all the 
slopes and foothills has gone to give 
room for orchards and vines. And in 
places there are eucalyptus and pepper 
trees planted so near the mountains as 
to injure the honey raised on the foot 
bills. 
The thermometer has behaved well 
this year, only indicating 809 at 10 a . m. 
through the months of June and July. 
This is a moderate mean for the tem per­ 
ature, considering the qualifying condi­ 
tions of the sea breeze at this attitude, 
1,500 feet. The last corn planted is do­ 
ing well. 
Some th at was put in ground 
ploughed three times, put well down 
with a stick, so as to be where there was 
moisture to germinate it, has come for­ 
ward recently, and will make two and 
three ears to the stalk where there is but 
one stalk in a place.

agriculturist 
cannot 
understand. 
But 
in

few years 
experience here they have 
it kicked into them. 
Now for the wings. 
The weather is 
unfavorable to extra exertion, but there 
was never greater temptation to fly away 
and be at rest by the grand old ocean 
th at breathes its hoarse lullaby in our 
ears.

A BROKEN HEART. 


Death 
of 
Mrs. 
Sheridan 
Yesterday Morning. 


KILLED BY THE SUDDEN SHOCK 


Inquests On the Bodies O f Husband 
and W ife—To Be Buried 
T ogether. 


The H e r a l d of yesterday contained an 
account of the fatal accident which befell 
a hod-carrier, John Sheridan by name, 
on Spring street, near Second, through 
his falling under a street car. 
The con* 
eluding sentence of the account told how 
his wife was informed of the calamity 
which had befallen him , and of her vio­ 
lent grief. 
The unexpected and melan­ 
choly outcome of the affair was the sud­ 
den death ot the woman yesterday mom* 
inf from the shock of her dreadful loss. 
One of Sheridan’s fellow workmen was 
detailed to carry the news of the occur­ 
rence to Mrs. Sheridan. 
A hack waa 
engaged and the stricken woman was im­ 
mediately driven to the police station. 
The body had been removed to the 
morgue. 
As the hack drove through 
the streets many heard the screams 
of 
the 
unfortunate 
woman. 
She 
visited the morgue where she was shown 
her husband’s body. The trunk was 
crushed but the face was as it had been 
in life. She was with difficulty persuaded 
to leave the body and return to her lone­ 
ly home. A kindly neighbor, 
Mrs. 
Mary Ryan, induced her to come over to 
her house to spend the night. Shortly 
after midnight she became uncontrollable 
in her grief and complained of suffering 
m uch pain. She was put into bed and 
as she got no better a physician was 
finally summoned. He arrived too late. 
The woman died about daybreak, of the 
shock to the heart which the news of her 
husband’s death had caused. The dead 
woman was a native of Ireland and a 
number of years older than her husband. 
She had been a good wife to him and was 
well regarded by those who kuew her. 
The Coroner held an inquest yesterday 
morniDg on both of the bodies, John 
Sheridan and his wife. 
Following is the 
testimony and the verdict in the case of 
John Sheridan: 
W. H. Forrester, the driver of the car, 
testified as follows: I was going north 
with my car about seven o’clock Friday 
evening when the deceased approached 
to get on. I slowed up and he got on 
about the middle of the car. 
He made 
his way to the front seat, and as I 
reached up to ring the bell he fell out 
under the wheels. I applied the brake, 
but the wheels had already struck him . 
R. Campbell, an insurance man, waa 
on the car at the time of the occurrence. 
He saw the deceased get on the car and 
walk to the front seat, carrying a dinner 
pail and several parcels. 
Witness no­ 
ticed the deceased reaching for the rail 
with one baud and a moment later saw 
him fall over th e dashboard under tha 
wheels. The car was not going fast. 
David B. Fem e, a mail clerk, told sub­ 
stantially the same story, as did also 
JameB Daniels and A. L. Burbank. 
The jury found a verdict th a t “ John 
Sheridan, a native of Ireland, aged about 
45, came to his death by injuries sus­ 
tained by being run over by a street car 
of the Los Angeles Cable Railroad Com­ 
pany, and that no blame is attached to 
the employees of that com pany.” 
In the case of Mrs. Agnes Sheridan 
the testimony was not very extensive. 
Mary Ryan the keeper of a boarding 
house near to where the Sheridan's 
lived told the following story: Friday 
evening I heard the deceased, Agnes 
Sheridan by name, crying. I went to her 
and she said that her husband had been 
killed by a street car. I persuaded her to 
come to my house and tried to comfort 
her. About midnight she complained of 
a pain in her stomach, and to relieve 
her I gave her a little whisky and black 
pepper, 
which 
she 
said 
always 
relieved 
such 
attacks. 
Soon 
after she was seized 
with 
violent 
retching and broke out into a cold per­ 
spiration. Two hours later I managed 
with the assistance of a neighbor to get 
her to bed. Towards dawn it was evi­ 
dent that she was becoming much worse 
and I sent for a doctor. 
Before anyone 
came she died at about fifteen minutes 
past 4 o’clock. 
The physician who made the autopsy 
testified th at the internal examination 
showed the heart to be greatly enlarged 
and in a state of fatty degeneration. 
Liver and spleen not normal. Cause of 
death was the nervous shock at the news 
of the death of her husband. 
Anv great 
m ental strain might have caused aeath 
under these physiological conditions. 
The jury found that “ Agnes Sheridan, 
married, a native of Ireland, aged about 
60 years, died by heart disease superin­ 
duced by the shock caused by the sud­ 
den death of her husband.” 
The friends of tho dead m an are rais­ 
ing money by subscription to pay for hia 
burial ana that of his wife.

Judge O’M elveny, in spite of this be­ 
ing his vacation tim e, held an evening 
session last night from 7 until 9 p . m ., 
for the purpose of accommodating those 
who by reason of their respective voca­ 
tions were ULable to attend during the 
business hours of the day to obtain their 
naturalization papers.

HELD TO ANSWER. 


The Result of the Fray Ex­ 
amination at Newhall. 


HOW H E WAS TRA ILED BY CRANK. 


Testim ony In tro d u ced by th e P ro se­ 
cu tio n —T w en ty -F iye H undred 
D o llars B ail. 


Newhall had quite an addition to her 
population yesterday, fcr a host from the 
surrounding country had flocked in to be 
present at the preliminary examination 
of Frank Fray, charged with the burning 
ni Rony Crane’s house near Newhall. 
Fray was brought up on the Santa Bar* 
bara train in charge of Constable M Agee 
and retained the appearance of bravado 
which distinguished him when arraigned 
on the previous Monday, but he evidently 
did not feel very much at ease, as rumor 
had reached him that some strong testi­ 
mony had been obtained against him. 
District Attorney Depuy, accompanied by 
the official stenographer, Mr. W . W. 
Weed, 
was 
on- 
hand 
to 
conduct 
the 
prosecution, 
and 
the 
prisoner 
had left 
his defense in the hands 
of Mr. Wm. Crawford, who attended him 
during the previous proceedings. 
At 
1 1 :1 0 a . m. in response to an interroga­ 
tion by Judge Thompson, Mr. Depuy an­ 
nounced that he was ready, and Mr. 
Crawford also signifying his assent the 
case was called. 
Judge Depuy requested that Mr. Crane 
be sworn, whereupon Mr. Crawford asked 
th a t all other witnesses be excluded, and 
this was done by order of Judge Thomp­ 
son. 
Crane stated that he resided at 
Lake View, and that his house was 
burned on Monday, the 23d day of July. 
H e had taken his wife to a mountain 
range where he had cattle, and some 
tim e after sundown, happening to look 
back, he saw a blaze which he knew 
m ust have proceeded from his house. lie 
was then about eight miles distant and in 
company with Joe Harwood who was with 
him on the trip, started for the scene of 
the conflagration. Arriving there, he 
found his place a mass of ruins and im­ 
mediately proceeded to Capt. Moore’s 
place, about one mile distant and asked 
him if he would accompany him . The 
two then went to Bailis’ place, about 
six miles further on and got there about 
8:30. Crane rapped on the door in his 
search for Fray and went from there to 
McClusky'a, hoping to find his man there, 
but again he met with failure. 
He then 
started for Fray’s cabin in company with 
Harwood and as soon as day broke, 
started trailing Fray and found a fresh 
track near the place. 
The track was 
easily followed, as the man he was 
pursuing had a row of tack-marks in his 
boots on both heels and the rest cf the 
boot was smooth. 
Crane 
then 
attem pted 
to 
point 
out 
by 
means 
of 
a 
stick 
the 
length of the tract but counsel for the 
defense objected on the ground that it 
was prima facie evidence. A long discus­ 
sion followed as to the legalily of such 
evidence, and resulted in Judge Thomp­ 
son refusing to sustain the objection. 
Motion overruled, and defendant ex­ 
cepted. 
Crane then pointed out on the stick the 
exact length and width of the trail, and 
the evidence was taken amid further ob­ 
jections from the defense. The tracks 
were measured in the presence of the 
Rev, S. A. Drummond, who assisted 
Crane to follow the fugitive. 
After the 
trail was taken up it led directly to 
F ray’s cabin, and from there went across 
th e hill in the direction of Crane’s house. 
Crane then went to Harwood’s place 
again and found another track from 
the 
mountain 
which 
he 
fol 
lowed, and meeting Captain Moore, 
obtained him to 
assist 
in trailing 
F ray. 
A number of footprints were 
found about the ruins of Crane’e place 
and they coincided with the impressions 
discovered during the previous search. 
The fugitive had evidently been endeav­ 
oring to conceal his trail, as he went on 
tiptoe at different places and at Dry 
Lake had walked in and waded abont, 
b nt all his efforts had been unsuccessful 
as the trail was easily taken up again. 
Crane then spoke of his previous ac­ 
quaintance with Fray and of having 
whipped him as the result of an affray 
th a t had occurred about three weeks be­ 
fore the fire. After the squabble Fray 
wanted to make friends again with Crane 
b u t Rony refused at first, thinking it was 
only a deceitful pretext. 
Fray then 
said that some day he would proba­ 
bly 
get 
even 
with 
Crane, 
and 
from that 
time 
on the two men 
never m et until Crane saw Fray hand­ 
cuffed in charge of Magee at the arraign­ 
m ent. A pair of boots were then pro­ 
duced In OQWt and announced to have 
been taken from Fray, and Crane wag 
directed to compare them with the atiek- 
m arks, whereupon counsel for defense 
objected and was overruled. The two 
w ere then compared and found to coin­ 
cide. 
The cross-examination of Crane was 
th en commenced, and he was asked what 
his business was. H e said that he in ad­ 
dition to a farm conducted a cattle busi­ 
ness, slaughtering stock for the market. 
H e had been living in the valley about 
five years, and had gone into the stock 
tra d e about eighteen months ago. 
An objection was raised to such evi­ 
dence by Judge Depuy for it was to be 
seen that an effort was about to be made 
to bring about the threatened exposure 
as to cattle stealing and the objection 
was sustained. 
The details of the Fray whipping epi­ 
sode were next brought out and Crane 
was closely examined as to the details. 
It being insufferably hot and the hour of 
noon having arrived adjournment was 
taken for about an hour and all proceeded 
t o lnncheon. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The first witness called on the resump­ 
tion of proceedings was the Rev. 8. A. 
Drummond, who described himself aH 
th e editor of the Lancaster Gazette. 
He 
described how, in conjunction 
with 
Crane, he had tracked footsteps leading 
from the scene of the conflagration into 
th e mountains. 
H e identified] the stick 
as the one with which the foot-tracks 
were measured. 
Cross examination failed to elicit any- 


been up to Crane’s place, where he went 
for some blankets, but that he did not 
get them, so he went back to Bailis*. 
Talking about the fire, Fray said that he 
did not think that anyone would say that 
he started it, as he could easily have 
been tracked, and then he pointed to a 
pair of shoes he was wearing. 
H. E. Jones was then sworn and testi­ 
fied : 
He said that he saw Fray the day 
after the fire and th at individual said 
that he expected that he would be 
blamed for the conflagration. 
Fray said 
that he was going to Los Angeles to 
get 
a 
gun 
as 
he knew that the 
next tim e he and Crane m et one or the 
other of them would have to go under. 
Fray talked about the row he had had 
with Crane and exhibited wounds result­ 
ing therefrom. Fray said that he was at 
Bailis,when Crane came in search of him , 
but that he was not discovered. 
John Pope reiterated the statem ents 
made by the former witness. 
The other evidence introduced was not 
of an im portant nature, and at the con­ 
clusion of the testimony Attorney Craw­ 
ford noted the case and the defendant 
was held to answer. 
It was ordered th at Frank Fray be 
held for arson, with bail fixed at $2,500. 
No one going his bail he was brought 
back to the County Jail by Constable 
Magee. 
AN ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 
The journey back to this city was safe­ 
ly made although Fray m ade a desperate 
attem pt to escape. 
Constable Magee 
had 
been 
talking 
to Judge Depuy 
and had not been paying particular at­ 
tention to Fray who was fastened with 
chains and handcuffs. 
After the tunnel 
above San Fem ando had been passed 
Magee noticed that Fray had struggled 
hard to relieve himself of the handcuffs 
and escape, but failing in this he reached 
over to where the evidence in the shape 
of 
the 
stick 
used 
to 
show 
the 
size 
of 
the 
tracks 
stood 
and seizing it broke it into small pieces 
and threw it out of the window before he 
could be stopped. This evidence was in 
the shape of a redwood shake, upon 
which had l>een drawn the exact coun­ 
terpart of the footprints found around 
Crane’s house. It stood near Fray in the 
car together with the boots used in evi­ 
dence. 
Five people in the car saw Fray 
break up the stick and will be called 
upon to testify to this fact. Constable 
Magee will go back on the track this 
morning and gather together the frag­ 
ments of the destroyed evidence. 


FR U IT KICKING.

The Board of Public W orks met at the 
City Hall yesterday morning, Captain 
Barrett in the chair. 
The following 
business was transacted. 
Mrs. T. A. Luckenback and other pro­ 
perty owners on Carroll avenue, from 
W aters and Edge ware road, offered a 
protest against the establishm ent of the 
grade on Carroll street as set forth in the 
Notice of Intention. The Board recom­ 
mended that the protest be referred to 
the City Surveyor. 
Richard Ball and other property owners 
on Ann street, 
between 
Weyse and 
Charvez, stated that they had put their 
street in good condition as directed by 
the Council, and asked that it Vie ac­ 
cepted. The Board recommended that 
this be referred to the City Surveyor 
and the Street Superintendent for inves­ 
tigation. 
M. F. Mooney and others asked that 
Pearl street should be graded under the 
Yrooman act, from the north line of 
Bellevue avenue to the south line of 
New Depot street. The petition was re­ 
ferred to the City Attorney, with instruc­ 
tions to draw a resolution "of intention. 
Julius Lyons protested against the es­ 
tablishm ent of the proposed grade on 
Bellevue avenue, between East and West 
Edge ware Boad. The Board recommend­ 
ed the petition to be filed, as the m atter 
had already been referred to the City 
Surveyo*r. 
Julius Lyons asked that the grade be 
established in W aters street from Belle­ 
vue avenue to Temple street. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the City Surveyor. 
W. H. Taylor and others asked that 
Hope street be graded under the Vroo- 
man Act, from Second to Fifths treet, ex­ 
cepting 240 feet on the east side between 
Fourth and Fifth, which has already 
been graded and accepted. 
Referred to 
the City Surveyor with instructions to 
draw up a resolution of intention. 
F. A. Bryan and other property own­ 
ers on Figueroa street from Pc-oto Wash­ 
ington, protested against the laying of 
cement curbing and sidev ilk on this 
street as proposed in the resohitiou of in­ 
tention of July 13, 1888, and asked that 
further action be suspended until the 
Zanja on the west side of the street be 
piped. The petition was denied. 
Joseph Stoltenburgand other property 
owners on Griffin avenue represented 
that a contract for grading that street 
was made with E. C. Burlinganme in 
Decemlier of 1887; than the work was 
ordered done under the charter and as­ 
sessments collected in advance of the 
work in February, 1888; that the con­ 
tractor commenced work on the street 
early last February and th at the street 
has been since that date, and is now 
practically im passable; that the gravel is 
now being placed upon the street, and 
the m anner in which the work is being 
done demands the intervention of the 
Council, and they asked th at a commit­ 
tee be appointed to examine the street, 
and they protest against the paym ent of 
any further sums until the street is ac­ 
cepted by the 
City 
Surveyor. 
The 
Board asked further time for the consid­ 
eration of this petition. 
A similar protest was presented by 
John Kennedy and other residents of 
Griffin avenue. 
J?. M. Pauly a3ked permission to lay a 
( te r e te sidewalk in front of No. 182 
Wall street. 
It was referred to the Su­ 
perintendent of Streets. 
E. C. Burlingame, the 
contractor, 
asked that the K uhrts street railway be 
directed to complete the grading on its 
right of way on K uhrts street. 
Referred 
to the Street Superintendent, with in­ 
structions to notify the raiiway company 
to comply with the ocder. 
The Board recommended the paym ent 
of the bill of Alexander Dallas for grad­ 
ing the intersection of Pico street. 
M. Sanders and other property owners 
on Carroll Avenue asked that the street 
be accepted from East Edgeware Road 
to W ater street as now graded. 
They 
stated that a year ago the grade was es­ 
tablished by Surveyor Pilsbury and ap­ 
proved by City Surveyor E aton; that the 
street has been graded in accordance 
therewith and improvements made. The 
matter was referred to the City Survey­ 
or. 
A third petition was offered in the 
matter of the Griflin avenue grading by 
D. B. Horton and other property owners. 
In the matter of the Mayor’s veto 
message in regard to the resolution of 
award for grading Alameda street, the 
Board recommended in accordance with 
the opinion of the City Attorney that the 
President of the Council sign the award 
and that the Clerk be instructed to pub­ 
lish the notice. 
The Board recommended that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
direct M. T. Gravel to grade the street in 
front of lots 18 and 19 block 2, of the 
Sanchex tract on Turner street; also to 
direct Herman Cohn to grade Turner 
street in front of lot 20 block 2, Sanchez 
tract, half the width of the street. 
The Board received the Mayor’s mes­ 
sage, vetoing the resolution of award of 
contract to grade Brooklyn avenue. It 
was recommended that the President of 
the Council sign the notice of award and 
that the Clerk be instructed to publish 
the same as soon as the property owners 
and the contractor shall waive any claims 
that may accrue against the city for the 
grading of this street. 
The Board recommended that the City 
Surveyor be instructed to define the lines 
of Sainsevain street in front of Cohn and 
Newmark’s property, to enable them to 
move their buildings back. 
In the m atter of the petition of the Los 
Angeles and Vernon street railroad the 
Board asked for further time and re­ 
quested the Clerk of the Council to 
notify Mr. D. G. Stevens, the President 
of the company, to appear before the 
Board at its next session. 
The Board ordered that the Cable 
Railway Company be notified to fill in 
between its tracks on Downey avenue 
from Water to Prichard 
street with 
gravel to put the street in proper order. 
The Board recommended that the City 
Surveyor be instructed to set stakes on 
Hoff street through the city school prop­ 
erty in accordance with the line of the 
balance of the street. 
The Board then adjourned.

BUENA VISTA STREET AGAIN. 
L et F act* B e P r o v e n B efo re D ecid ­ 
in g th e Q u estio n . 
E ditors H erald—Shonld the City 
Council allow electric cars to run on Bu­ 
ena Vista street from the High bridge 
into the heart of the city, or should fhey 
protect the safety and convenience and 
necessities of a large portion of the peo­ 
ple of the city and of the adjacent coun­ 
try by requiring horsepower to be used 
on that part of the proposed railroad 
from Pasadena ? This is a serious ques­ 
tion and should not be hastily decided, 
or decided at all in favor of this new mo­ 
tor without satisfactory proof of its noise­ 
less and innocent character as claimed 
by its advocate, “Buena Vista.” We all 
admit that this street is now the only 
safe avenue for wagons and other vehi­ 
cles to get out of or into this city on the 
northeast. We all know that the ap­ 
proach to 
the 
bridge 
is along 
a comparatively narrow, curved roadway 
witli a high steep hill on one side and a 
precipice on the other. Now it requires 
no argument to prove that a strange look­ 
ing, buzzing motor meeting a team in 
this place would Drobable cause a 
catastrophe to life, limb and property. 
If this is not true, and will not be true of 
the proposed electric motor, let the pro­ 
ponents prove it to the satisfaction of the 
public and of the Council by ocular 
demonstration before placing what would 
appear to lie such a dangerous and 
destructive nuisance upon our central 
streets. If the thing then proves to be 
“ nolBeless and innocent,” this citizen, 
and probably all good citizens, will ad­ 
vocate rather than protest against it. 
But another writer over the signature 
of “Public Convenience” in your issue 
of August 2d advocates this electric mo­ 
tor on a bolder and i>erhaps a truer 
ground than did hiB friend of the “noise­ 
less and innocent” persuasion. 
He 
thinks it is a matter of little concern if 
the new motors do drive the “green” 
teams and horses that are not broken of 
their fears from this, their only 
avenue to and from the city, and urges 
that the 
great 
majority of the 
car-riding 
public 
is 
more 
to 
be 
considered 
than 
the 
minor­ 
ity who use teams. If that argument is 
good for anything it is good for allowing 
steam locomotives through all the streets 
in the city. It raises a supposition that 
the electric motor is not so noiseless and 
innocent as its other advocate suggests. 
Now, my idea of true “public con­ 
venience” is that which serves- the con­ 
venience of both the majority and the 
minority of the public. If horse cars are 
used on that portion of the street in 
question, as I suggest, then the conveni­ 
ence and safety of both the majority and 
the minority above referred to would bo 
secured. 
Otherwise the interest and 
convenience of the minority, which is a 
large portion of the public, will be sacri­ 
ficed, and the fine, useful, necessary and 
beautiful avenue in question will be 
nearly destroyed so far as its present 
uses and the purposes for which it was 
designed and for which the high bridge 
at its terminus was constructed. 
In conclusion I. would say that no one 
favors advanced and progressive im­ 
provements more that I do. But I deem 
it unwise and unjust to jeopardize, in­ 
jure or destroy improvements ami con­ 
veniences we now have and know, for 
the purpose of substituting an uncertain 
experiment. All I ask is that before 
allowing the electric motor in question, 
the Council shall require satisfactory 
proof that is what its proponents claim 
for it.

MONROVIA’S WATER. 
A n I n ju n c tio n Issu ed a n d .8 e n e d ln 
tlie M a tter. 
Monrovia appears to be having some 
difficulty about its water rights. A few 
days ago the Santa Anita Water Com­ 
pany commenced suit against L. H. Em­ 
in ei son, Wm. Mace and the Deer Park 
Development Com pany, to enjoin them 
from diverting the waters from the Saw 
Pit Cafion stream. The complaint al­ 
leged that on the 30th of October, 1869 
Lewis Wolfskill was the owner of the 
Santa Anita rancho, and A. Weil was the 
owner of the Rancho Azusa de Duarte. 
The Saw Pit Cañón stream, which rises 
in the mountains above the ranchos and 
flows through them, was for some dis­ 
tance the dividing line between them. 
On the date above mentioned the pro­ 
prietors of the ranchos agreed that each 
had a half interest in the water of 
the stream, and in pursuance of the 
agreement the waters were diverted in 
1870 and carried to a reservoir on the 
Santa Anita rancho, where they were di­ 
vided equally. On March 1, 1886, E. J. 
Baldwin, who had succeeded to Mr. 
Wolfskill’s interest in the waters, laid 
off a tract of land into a townsite and 
deeded all his right in the waters to the 
company which is plaintiff in the action. 
This interest was equal to 100 inches un­ 
der a 4-inch pressure and supplied the 
town of Monrovia, which was built on 
the tract in question and now contains a 
population of over 1,500 people. On the 
1st of June the defendants entered upon 
the Saw Pit Canon stream above where 
its waters were diverted by the plaintiff, 
and by means of a dam it is alleged they 
diverted fifty inches of the water”to their 
own use and to the detriment of the 
plaintiff. A temporary injunction re­ 
straining defendants from taking the 
water was granted in the matter and 
yesterday word was received by Sheriff 
Kays that the defendants were not obey­ 
ing the injunction and he sent Deputy 
Sheriff East to the spot to serve the pa­ 
pers and see that the order of the Court 
was obeyed.

T e r r e H a u t e , Ind., August 4.—The 
Democrats of this city and vicinity had a 
mass meeting 
to-night, and Senator 
Voorhees made the opening speech in 
the Democratic campaign in Indiana. He 
said in p a rt: 
Every movement in the machinery of 
the Government set in motion by the 
Republican managers has been to swell 
and bloat the gains of the rich and in­ 
crease the burdenB of the poor. 
The 
Republican conspiracy to fasten 
the 
fangs of the money power in the strug­ 
gling body of American labor, took iis 
first growth when in authorizing a legal 
tender currency in 1862 the greenback, 
tbe|im m ortal and glorious greenback 
was discriminated against and made non 
receivable for duties on imports and for 
interest on the bonded debt. 
No finan­ 
cial measure was ever more oppressive 
and destructive to the rights of labor in 
its results than this. 
The Senator declared that this act en­ 
abled the bullionists of Wall street to 
realize a profit, on “ naked specula'iou’ 
with bonds and currency of the Nation, 
of nearly one thousand million dollars. 
Continuing, he said: I do not believe 
any other people on the globe would have 
submitted, unless restrained by force, to 
the monstrous act of Congress of March, 
1869. By one dishonest stroke of a dis­ 
honest pen, guided and held by the dis­ 
honest leaders of the great party, the 
debt which labor has to pay was swelled 
25 per cent. 
The Speaker then quoted a letter writ­ 
ten by John Sherman in 1870, wherein 
Sherman eaid: I think the bond-bolder 
violates his promises when ho refuses to 
take the same ’:ind of money he paid for 
his bonds. 
W hy, asked the speaker, should not 
the greenback come to the front at this 
time, and at all times, when the interests 
of the laboring classes are under consid­ 
eration. 
Persistently stigmatized and 
caricatured as the rag baby, for years 
denounced as dishonest money, a fraud 
upon business and the commercial world, 
it stands to.day with its purchasing 
power as great as the brightest coin in 
the world. 
Yet the Republican candi­ 
date for President suggested in 1878, 
that an idiot asylum should be erected 
for believers in the greenback. I be­ 
lieved in tbe greenback then, and do 
now, and I take my place alongside of yon 
under General H arrison’s sweeping, in­ 
tolerant, brutal criticism and denuncia­ 
tion. 
H e canvassed the State in 1878 as 
the candidate of his party for the Senate, 
and I the candidate of mine, and the 
people of Indiana decided by more thau 
thirty thousand majority that he was 
nearer a financial idiot than I was, and 
that I should go back to W ashington. 
Senator Voorhees then entered upon 
the tariff issue aud recounted the history 
of modern tariff legislation. No relief, 
the speaker said, was afforded to labor 
by resort to the domestic excise system. 
Un 
the 
contrary this system 
was 
made the 
pretext 
for 
Btill further 
encroachment on tbe part of monopoly 
and greed against the rights of those 
who toil. The two acts of Congress of 
1862 and 1864, by which protective du­ 
ties were made to ascend to a Pike’s 
Peak altitude, were dem anded on ex­ 
press ground that the 
manufacturer 
should be compensated for the am ount of 
his internal tax. 
On this 
point the 
speaker quoted extensively from Sena­ 
tors Morrill, Allison and others, and 
said : 
For nineteen years, the Republi­ 
can party has caused the people to pay 
the manufacturer at least $100,000,000 a 
year in consideration of a tax paid by the 
manufacturer to the Government. The 
money kings have thus far resisted every 
effort to reduce the mountainous tariff 
duties by which they have drained the 
earning of the people. 
Senator Voorhees then discussed the 
labor question and surplus. He declared 
that tbe labor interests of the country 
need in circulation every dollar that can 
be spared from the expenses of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, and yet there is piled up as a 
useless surplus enough of the laboring 
people’s money to pay down cash more 
than two hundred dollars for every dav 
since the birth of Christ. 
Touching upon the Republican internal 
revenue plank Senator Voorhees said : In 
this Christian land and age men are some­ 
times spoken of as Christian statesmen 
have nothing better than free whisky 
and 
tobacco 
to 
offer 
tbe 
people 
in 
response 
to 
their 
cry for re­ 
lief. The slave-holders of the South 
once belonged to tbe class which com­ 
posed the money power. Thev once 
were the monopolists of cheap underpaid 
labor. The most bitter and implacable 
supporters of slavery thirty years ago, 
were in fact the most succeBaful and 
efficient abolitionists of the nineteenth 
century. They struck too far and their 
blows came back to destroy them , and 
so it will be with purse-proud, insolent 
and misled tax-eaters of the pretent day, 
by making no concession to the over­ 
taxed people and by refusing a single 
dollar of reduction on the necessities of 
life, but on the contrary, insisting that 
whisky and tobacco should be free. The 
manufacturers have done more to pro­ 
mote the ideas of free trade in this 
country in tbe last few months than the 
eloquent and gifted tongues and pens of 
Frank H urd, 
Henry 
Watterson and 
David A Wells. 
The speaker touched upon the part 
General Harrison took in suppressing the 
r'.ots in 1877, and closed by saying that 
as attorney for Blaine, Harrison com­ 
m itted a crime against the State by de­ 
claring in the dismissal of the Blaine 
suit against an individual paper, that a 
jury could not be obtained in the State.

T he w hole th eory of th e R epublican 
protectionist idea is th a t 
it 
benefits 
A m erican labor. 
T he tariff is p u t on, 
so as to give your boss, th e m an u fa c tu r­ 
er, a larger price for h is product, an d 
th en h e w ill bs able, of course, to pay 
h igher wages to his m en. 
Of course, it m ust follow th a t w orking­ 
m en in th e “ protected” in d u stries are 
all hap p y and prosperous, for if th e tariff 
isn ’t for high wages an d th e m an w ho 
w orks, why w ho in th u n d er is it for. 
W ell, let us see about it. 
L et us 
how m uch h appier or b etter paid or m ore 
contented th e “ protected” w orkingm an 
is th a n th e great m ajority of us w ho a re 
not blessed with “ protection.” 
A ccording to Bradstreet’* th ere w ere 
884 strik es and lockouts in th e U nited 
States last year, in w hich th e total n um ­ 
ber of strik ers or locked-out m en were 
340.854. 
Of these, 248,955 or 73 per cen t., w ere 
in th e m anufacturing States of P ennsyl­ 
vania, New Y ork, O hio, N ew Jersey and 
M assachusetts. 
T he great protectionist 
S tate of P ennsylvania led th em all with 
a total of 111,317 strik ers for th e year, or 
nearly 33 per cent, of all in th e U nited 
States. 
New Y ork cam e n ex t, w ith 
62,656 or 18 per cent. 
H igh tariff tax es restrict production 
and will lessen w ork w hile increasing 
the cost of living to th e com m on people. 
F ree wool, for instance, would im m e n se ­ 
ly stim ulate th e m anufacture of various 
form s of woolen goods, giving w ork to 
m any thousands now out of em ploym ent. 
A reduction in th e price of clothing 
would enable som e of us to b u y tw o suits 
of clothing w here we now buy one, and 
w ould enable all of us to dress b etter 
an d m ore com fortably. 
T his w ould be 
th e increased dem and for goods w hich 
is an equivalent to an increased dem and 
for labor. 
“ B ut th is w ould spoil th e wool-grow- 
e rs’ business,” som e protectionist m ay 
say to yon. 
D on’t you believe it. 
To 
begin w ith the professional w ool-grow er 
is not a very num erous individual an d it 
is pretty certain th a t th ere will alw ays 
be a good m ark et for his product if our 
m anufacturers got a chance to d iv ersify 
th eir m anufactures by free access to th e 
wool w hich is n ot grow n here, but w hich 
by ad m ix tu re w ith th e hom e wools can 
be m ade u p by superior A m erican pro­ 
cesses into A m erican w oolens th a t can 
th en com pete on favorable ground for 
th e m arkets of th e world. 
W h y shall th e average farm er, who 
m ay be incidentally a wool-grower on a 
sm all scale, w orry about free wool? 
H onest tariff reform m ay possibly reduce 
th e selling price of th e sm all qu an tity of 
wool he has to s e ll; b u t it would m ake 
ch eap er th e coats of him self a n d sons 
and th e dresses of h is wife and d aughters. 
It w ould cheapen th e fam ily blan k et an d 
th e carpet on th e floor. 
A nd tariff re­ 
form in o ther th in g s 
w ould 
cheapen 
th e lum ber for his house an d barn, 
th e iron 
th a t shoes 
h 's 
horse 
a n d 
m akes all his farm tools, th e w ire fence 
around h is fields and a h u n d red o ther 
th in g s upon w hich lie m ust pay trib u te 
to th e protectionist m anufacturer and 
m onopolist. 
R ich an d favored m onopolists have 
been dictating th e tariff legislation of 
th is country for tw o generations.

The reader will atone exclaim, “ W hata 
shame thus to cause American citizens 
to work at starvation wages .when the 
employer is protected so munificently by 
the Government. 
American citizens, don’t be premature. 
The men engaged at the low wages cited 
to work in this highly protected industry 
are Poles and Hungarians, for whom the 
Eastern laborer has as great a detesta­ 
tion as do the laboiersof the Pacific Coast 
for the Mongolians. This illustration 
goes to prove the oft-repeated saying 
that wages are governed largely by the 
law of supply and demand, if the high­ 
ly protected manufacturer can employ a 
Pole, a Hungarian or a Chinaman 
for $1.20 a day instead of pay­ 
ing the intelligent American citizen 
$2 or $3 a day lie does not hesitate to 
employ the first-named cheap imported 
labor in preference to the progressive, 
enlightened native American, and a pro­ 
tective tariff of 1,000 per cent, would not 
change this general usage of manufac­ 
turers one iota, nor prompt them to be 
more liberal to the wage-earners; and 
the sooner the laborer comprehends that 
fact the sooner he will comprehend that 
he is being made a cat’s paw to draw 
chestnuts from the fire for the benefit of 
manufacturers and trusts.

ality of the employes, at the La Salle 
zinc works, he is referred to Hon. Mil 
roy A. McKey, President of the La Salle 
National Bank.
